It has been 
pointed out that the power density in the Navy’s antenna system is 
lower than would be found in any run of ordinary house wiring, but 
that made no difference to Wisconsin’s ecological know-nothings: 
the reasoning was too erudite for them, hence suspicious, hence 
rejected. ‘Hand those witches!’’ was the reaction, meaning, ‘‘Find 
a euliote judge who will see things our way and condemn the ELF 
rig ! ”

FIRST FLORIDA VOLUNTEER EXAMS 
TO BE AT JAX HAMFEST

That’s right folks — just when you thought there would never bea 
chance to upgrade a small miracle happens. The North Florida 
Amateur Radio Society (NOFARS) will administer FCC Amateur 
Radio Examinations at the Jacksonville, Florida HAMFEST on 
August 4th AND 5th, 1984. These examinations are under the 
auspices of the Central Alabama Volunteer Examiner Coordinator 
(CAVEC), Mr. Tom Ingram, K40OV. Examinations will be given 
for Technician through Amateur Extra Clas. (Note: In order to be 
examined for Technician Class, a valid Novice license, with call 
letters, must be held by the applicant as the 5 WPM code test will 
not be administered.) This will NOT preclude anyone from coming 
in off the street, without a license, and taking the General Class or 
higher tests that.do not require 5 WPM code. 

It all started a couple of months ago. Attempts to have the FCC 
administer exams at the Hamfest, as had been done in previous 
years, were unsuccessful due to budget cuts and resultant lack of 
funds. We then heard about the ARRL seeking Volunteer 
Examiners, so three Extra Class licensee members of the Hamfest 
Committee agreed to serve as volunteer examiners. As the magic 
date of the Hamfest approached it became obvious that the ARRL 
would not be geared up in time. We then read in the W5YI Report 
that there were three Volunteer Examiner Coordinators, in the 
Fourth Region, appointed by the FCC. On the 12th of June, I wrote a 
letter to each of the VEC’s requesting their assistance. Written 
across the face of my returned letter to the VEC Region IV, INC 
was the statement ‘‘No such person at this Box Number’’. No 
response was received from the Western Carolina ARS. The 
remaining VEC was the ‘“‘Central Alabama VEC” in Selma, AL. I 
received a phone call from Mr. Tom Ingram, K40OV, on the 15th of 
June advising that he would help us in every way by appointing and 
certifying qualified individuals as ‘‘Volunteer Examiners’. We 
would handle the entire operation in Jacksonville and he would act 
as a buffer and provide the transmittal of all the paperwork with 
the FCC. As it turned out, Tom, K400V, has provided outstanding 


guidance in establishing the volunteer program at Jacksonville. We

SOUTH EAST FLORIDA TRAFFIC NET

146.19/79 MHz 6:30 P.M. Daily 

The summer doldrums have set in on the traffic nets, but SEF TN doesn’t seem to have 
been affected. Check-ins were down only slightly, to an average of 25.1 per session, but 
traffic was up to 4.0 per session. 

Top check-ins for the month were: KF4RL, KA4YHS, and AF3S with a perfect 30, 
KA4GUS and N4ILN with 29, KA4AMC and WB40CV with 26, and KB4AXG, KA4KDD and 
WA4PFK with 25. Bob, KB4AXG, earned his net certificate this month. 

The net continues to have a large body of regular check-ins. While 144 different stations 
checked in during the month, 28 of those checked in 10 or more times, and all of the top ten 
bettered 80%. 

The reason for this large group of regulars probably lies in the friendly atmosphere of 
the net. Check-ins begin around 6, with members chewing the rag until it is time to get 
down to serious business. Newcomers probably won’t find a warmer welcome on any 
other net in Florida. Those of you who find yourselves getting bored with the same old 
stuff on two meters might give us a try. The repeater is located in Sunrise, and has ex- 
cellent coverage, check-ins coming from all parts of Dade, Broward, and Palm Beach 
counties. (On those infrequent occasions when the 19/79 repeater is off the air we meet on 
our alternate frequency, 146.31/91.) 

The additional requirements for a local net certificate for SEFTN mentioned in last 
month’s Skip are now in effect. In addition to the 10 check-ins per month for 3 months, 
stations now must also send and/or receive at least 3 pieces of traffic during the 3 months 
period, and in addition must submit a Station Activity Report each of the 3 months. This is 
in an effort to increase actual participation in the traffic handling process and enlarge our 
pool of trained traffic handlers. 

We do emphasize that these requirements are for a net certificate only; all stations are 
welcome, whether they desire to try for the certificate or not. We do not consider this a 
“membership” certificate, as we consider any station that checks in to be a member. We 
recognize that not all stations can check in regularly during the 6-7 time slot due to other 
commitments, but the occasional check-in is just as welcome as the 100% station. The 
National Traffic System, of which we are a member, is not built on the ‘“‘work-horse”’ 
philosophy, but rather on a division of responsibilities, a sharing of the load. Dan, W4DL, 
for example, checks in only twice a week, Thursday and Friday, but is a regular and 
dependable representative to QFN on those days. It is on stations such as these that the 
National Traffic System is built, and it is because of stations such as these that the system 
works. 

So join us when you can on 146.19/79. You would be a welcome addition, and would 
probably find it most enjoyable.

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BYRNES BYTES 
By Arthur J. Byrnes 

First time computer buyers usually have two questions: (1) How 
much do I really need to know about how a computer works? (2) 
How much doI need to know about programming? Those are two of 
the most asked questions concerning computers. The answer may 
surprise you. 

The simple answer is ‘‘Nothing.”’ 

If you think I’m kidding, think about the many computerized 
devices that you use everyday, like: Traffic lights, drivers in many 
cities use computer controlled traffic lights. 

“Not fair!’’ you say. ‘‘Drivers don’t use traffic lights.” 

Well, think about it for a moment, a computer traffic light is 
almost the perfect man/machine interface. The computer helps the 
user do his job with no special knowledge required by the user. The 
driver doesn’t have to know about programming, or how the 
computer works, (some users it seems don’t even know how to 
drive). 

A good computer package should be just like that, invisible, the 
user shouldn’t have to worry about how the machine works, just 
that it does. Invisibility is the key to user acceptance, a program 
that requires a lot of extra work by the user soon gets discarded. 

The point is, if you are planning to buy a computer, ponder these 
points: What am I going to do with my computer? Is the software 
available for what I want to do? These questions are far more 
important than the other two. 

These questions help you to determine what you need to know 
about computers and programming. If you are planning to buy a 
computer to keep track of your QSL cards, for example, make sure 
there is a program to do it for you. If the program is available, you 
don’t need to know how to program. If not, then you come to the 
point where you need to know about programming. 

Another example, if you plan to use the computer for RTTY, 
make sure that both an interface, and the software are available. 
Some companies market interfaces, that will hook up to almost any 
computer, but don’t supply software for all computers. An in- 
terface without software, is like a car without an engine, it won’t 
get you anywhere. 

When buying a computer, keep your specific uses in mind; don’t 
be swayed by the salesman’s line “I’ve heard of people doing .. . 

_with this computer.’’ Make him show you that it will do what you 
want, then make him show you how to do what you want. Of course 
when you’re buying a low-end computer (less than $500), you can’t 
expect it to do everything. 

How much should I spend on a computer? That’s another good 
question, and it’s closely related to the first two. The amount you 
spend on a computer and how much you need to know about 
computing, seem to be inversely proportional. A low-end computer 
requires more knowledge to use than a good computer, in the 
$1,000-$2,000 range. 

Be careful, don’t buy a computer just because the computer 
companies say you should. But don’t be afraid to buy one if you 
want one. A computer is like a spouse, the wrong one can be a 
heavy burden, but the right one will help lift your other burdens. 

Several manufacturers have answered by call for products to be 
reviewed. Soon I hope to tell you about new software and hardware 
that may interest you.

ARMY MARS 
THE FIRST AND GREATEST “‘HAM’’?

Who was the first man to use the following terms? 

Armature, battery, brush, charged, condense, conductor, 
discharge, electrify, positive (electricity), minus (electricity), 
non-conductor, electric shock, electrician. 

Old Ben Franklin, that’s who. 

Historical emphasis on Franklin the revolutionary and patriot 
has tended to obscure Franklin the scientist and natural 
philosopher, but it was the latter that made him famous throughout 
the civilized world in his time and earned him membership in 
Britain’s prestigious Royal Academy (founded by Sir Isaac Newton 
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and generally limited to scientific researchers whose papers they 
were willing to read publicly and publish). He was known as the 
man who proved that lightning is electricity and then tamed its 
terrifying dangers by inventing the lightning rod — along with the 
entire concept of attracting a charge with a high, pointed piece of 
iron and then “‘grounding”’ it via a length of heavy brass wire 
connected to another iron rod buried deeply in the earth or the 
water surrounding a ship. 

Franklin was, as he called himself, an “‘electrician,’’ but he saw 
himself as an amateur, not a pro, and he proved his status by 
refusing to patent his lightning rod or to profit by it. He also refused 
to believe professional scientists who taught that rubbing a 
resinous tube to generate electricity must inevitably be arduous 
and slow: he fixed spheres ‘‘on iron axes which pass through them. 
At one end of the axis is a small handle with which you turn the 
spheres like a common grindstone.” 

If ‘‘Ham’”’ comes from a British contraction of ‘‘(h)amateur,”’ 
then Franklin exemplified every virtue such a non-commercial 
interest in electronics can exhibit: motivation to serve society, 
generosity, intense curiosity, enjoyment, experimentation, and 
solid methodology. Maybe we can’t grant him a posthumous Ham 


license, but we can always see him as an ideal of what we should be. 


A FAR NET AWARD CERTIFICATE

The Armored Force Amateur Radio Net offers its “A FAR NET 
AWARD” certificate to amateur radio operators of any nation. The 
8-1/2 x 11-inch certificate is printed in four colors on white on heavy 
stock and is intended for framing. 

Endorsements are available for making additional contacts and 
for making contacts in one mode or on one band. 

Application may be made for any award level, mode, or band 
operation at any time. 

Qualification Requirements: (Non-member station) 

1. To qualify for the basic award, non-member stations must 
establish two-way contact with a minimum of FIFTEEN dif- 
ferent AFAR NET member station. 

2. To qualify for endorsements, non-member stations must make 
contact with ten or thirty-five additional members on any band 
or in any mode. 

3. Confirmation of the required contacts must be through a copy of 
the non-member’s log that has been certified by two other 
amateur radio operators. 

Fee:

now have five Extra Class Volunteer Examiners certified by 


CAVEC. I have been appointed as Chief VE and my assistants are 
Steve Barber, WA4B, Bill Crews, WB2CPV, Mike Reublin, NF4L, 
and Billy Willians, N4UF. I think it only appropriate to add that 
when an individual or group agrees to become a VEC they, in effect, 
agree to service the entire call district. Tom, K400V, recognized 
the need and took action knowing full well that it could be some 
time before any expenses could be recouped by giving exams. You 
can readily see why there are no big groups waiting in the wings to 
become VEC’s. Even the mighty ARRL wouldn’t undertake the 
task without knowing that they could recoup expenses. Whenever 
recoupment is authorized you can be sure there will be many in 
there trying to capitalize on the Volunteer Program by charging 
the maximum authorized. 

There is considerable work involved in setting up an 
examination. First of all the VEC advises the FCC Engineer in 
Charge of the District that he intends to offer examinations, 
providing date, location, and preregistration date, at least 30 days 
before the date of the examination. The FCC will then provide a 
listing of which questions to ask on each day. (We thought we would 
be liberal and offer exams both Saturday and Sunday — We didn’t 
know, at the time, this would entail making two separate 
examinations for each class of license. We immediately com- 
pounded our problem by offering the exams two consecutive 
days. . .) This really wasn’t so bad but when we found out that we 
had to make up the tests, and PROVIDE ALL THE ANSWERS, 
then the fun began. If you want a copy of the pool of questions 
merely write to: FCC, Private Radio Bureau, Wash., D.C. 20554. 
Ask for ‘‘PR BULLETIN No. 1035A for the 200 Novice, No.1035B for 
the 500 Tech/Gen., No. 1035C for the 500 Advanced, and No. 1035D 
for the 400 Extra Class questions. In our quest for answers, we 
found that some couldn’t be answered from currently available 
FCC publications. I went to the Government Printing Office and 
purchased the LATEST Part 97 — Amateur Radio Service Rules 
and Regulations dated July 1983. This copy made NO MENTION of 
the Volunteer Examiner Program (other than the Novice Test) and 
there are a number of questions on the Examination on this subject.

DEALER INQUIRIES WELCOME 
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Fortunately, the answers can be found in a new publication titled 
“The FCC Rule Book”’ printed by the ARRL. Coming up with an- 
swers for the General Exam wasn’t so difficult as ““AMECO”’ 
publishes a question and answer guide for the General/Technician 
Class License. Now that we have the exams all figured out what do 
we do next? It would be a good idea to have ADEQUATE facilities 
for administering the exams, either at or adjacent to, the HAM- 
FEST site. What is adequate? That is a BIG question. Do we limit 
all examinees to pre-registration so we can have a fixed number 
taking the test? What if they ‘‘didn’t get the word”’ in time for the 
pre-registration? We were very fortunate in having the Seaboard 
Coastline Railroad let us use the ‘‘Signal Terrace Room” (which is 
their cafeteria) and is fully carpeted with low ceilings and ac- 
coustical tile. To top that off we can seat approximately 350 at one 
time. (Heaven forbid.) We were very concerned about acoustics for 
the code tests as we remember the old Armory days when you could 
hear 3 dots for each dot sent. For the code tests we are using a 
quality tape which will be amplified to 4 speakers spaced to provide 
the best possible acoustics. If sufficient demand exists, we are even ' 
going to give a code test for those that want to copy code on their 
typewriter separate from the other examinees. The only things is 
they will hear all the typewriter keys clicking away and there will 
be NO provisions for electric typewriters. Now that we have the 
exam site and code test taken care of there still remains one real 
big problem. How many are going to take which written tests???? 
As of this writing there is still no word about recoupment of costs. 
Since NOFARS members are paying for all this, we must keep 
expenses at a minimum. We certainly don’t want to deprive anyone 
the opportunity of upgrading but we must know how many exams to 


' print since they are only used for that one day. If the.law authorizes 


recoupment of costs prior to the Hamfest we will charge only $2.00 
as we consider this to be adequate to defray expenses to date. It 
may be necessary, at some later date, to increase this amount, but 
for the present $2.00 seems adequate. Some organizations will 
charge the full amount authorized which is $4.00. There are many 
unknowns in administering an examination of this type. For this 
reason it is imperative that prospective examinees’ send me a 
business size SASE to 7825 La Trec Dr., Jacksonville, FL, 32221, 
and include a slip of paper indicating their full name, Call, address, 
current license class and grade they want to upgrade to. I will 
return a serialized ‘‘Admittance Pass’’, a revised FCC Form 610, 
and 2 Amateur Record cards. Bring these documents, plus two 
pieces of positive identification and a copy of your license to the 
examination site. If you are not pre-registered fear not, as WE 
WILL ACCEPT WALK-INS as time and resources (exams) permit. 
The time for “‘regular’’ (appointments plus walk-ins) for both days 
will be as follows: 

0830 20WPM Code Test. 

0930 13WPMCode Test. 

1030 =>. All written exams. 

(Note: Those successfully completing either of the code tests and 
requiring written exams may commence the written portions 
immediately after their code test is graded.) This will expedite the 
overall processing by reducing the numbers at the 1030 sitting. 
Those passing a code test but failing a written exam will be issued a 
code credit certificate which is good for 1 years at any CAVEC 
examination point or other VEC’s with reciprocal agreements. If 
you are successful in upgrading, you will be issued a ‘Certificate of 
Successful Completion of Examination’ which will give you instant 
“Interim’’ privileges for the upgrade class. When operating within 
the scope of your new upgrade you will sign with your regular call 
followed by the words ‘Interim (and the Examination Session 
Identifier Code)’ as shown on the certificate. 

In conclusion, Amateur Radio is very fortunate to have such 
outstanding individuals as Tom Ingram, K4OOV, and the other 
Volunteer Examiners that are so willing to devote many hours of 
their time, talents, and personal funds to ensure that everyone is 
given an opportunity to advance. . 

To all of you who are going to upgrade — Good Luck with your 
exams. To those of you that want to be a Volunteer Examiner — you 
will find the job to be very demanding, and time consuming, but 
also very satisfying and I congratulate you.

WV2EME (Anguilla) were LOUD for hour after hour. Both stations 
seemed to have done quite well in the contest and VP2EME worked 
several W6 stations with his stacked wide spaced beams. 

Big news from Puerto Rico was a strong opening (ES) on TWO 
METERS to Tampa from 1400-1500Z on June 20th as reported to me 
by KP4EOR during an eyeball QSO with him in San Juan on the 
night of the 20th. Dave said KB4CRT (Tampa) was 60 over 9; at 
1440Z he worked W4DAV (New Pt. Richie) and WA4WKO (Tampa). 
KP4EKG/M-KP4 worked KB4CRT on 6, then went home to make 
an S-1/S-2 two meter QSO also. KB4CRT sent me a note (not 
realizing that I had already been briefed by KP4EOR) and passed 
along his statistics: he worked 3 KP4 including KP4EIT and at the 
height of the opening, he was still receiving S-7 reports when he 
reduced his power to 10 watts. Incidentally, KB4CRT made 252 six 
meter contacts in 36 states/6 countries during the VHF QSO Party: 
Congratulations! Going backwards through my notes, there was a 
good tropo opening on the night of 06 June. Most Miami stations 
were able to work WSTVW/MM2 (EL58) south of New Orleans, 
W4VAS (LA), and N5GLB (LA). However, the highlight of the 
evening was W4YYS/4 in NE AL (EM-74). In addition, W4GJO at 
his summer GA QTH was in to Miami as was W4ISS (Augusta, GA).

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REPEATER vs SIMPLEX 
OPERATING FREQUENCIES 

The term ‘‘frequency coordination’’ refers to the Commission’s 
determination stated in the Report and order in Docket 18803 
(Repeaters in the Amateur Radio Service) : 

‘‘The Commission is persuaded by the comments and by ob- 
servation that regional and national frequency planning and 
coordination by amateur radio operators themselves can result in 
the best spectrum utilization appropriate to the service.” 

The only national planning for Amateur Radio Service 
frequencies that has come to our attention is that done by the 
American Radio Relay League. The 1981-82 edition of the ARRL 
Repeater Directory lists over 5500 stations in repeater operation all 
over the United States and Canada. In view of this widespread 
acceptance of their band plans, we conclude that any amateur who 
selects a station transmitting frequency not in harmony with those 
plans is not operating in accord with good amateur practice. 

Repeater operation is not permitted on certain bands. On some of 
those bands where repeater operation is permitted, such operation 
is confined to only a portion of the band. The very nature of 
repeater operation dictates that there be some form of channel- 
ization. Haphazard frequency selection would not result in good 
spectrum utilization. Frequent change of frequency is impractical 
for stations in repeater operation. Non-repeater (simplex) 
operation does not share these limitations. 

Therefore, when a conflict arises between the two types of 
operation, good amateur practice dictates that the simplex 
operation must move. Cooperation in this regard is required in any 
frequency band where there exists a widely accepted band plan. 
The ARRL Directory lists band plans for 29.3-29.7 MHz, 50-54 MHz, 
144-148 MHz, 420-450 MHz and 1215-1300 MHz. 

We note that the band for the repeater subbands within the 144- 
148 MHz band includes several channels for simplex operation. 
This is in addition to the 1 MHz of spectrum outside those repeater 
subbands where simplex operation may also be used. In light of 
this, good amateur practice dictates that these frequencies be used 
for simplex operation. If for some reason amateur radio operators 
have a compelling reason to conduct simplex operation on those

frequencies designated for repeater operation in the band plans, it 
must be done with great care so as not to cause interference to 
stations in repeater operation. First they must be aware of the 
national band plans for those frequencies. Next, they must be 
aware of the usage of those frequencies in their area by stations in 
repeater operation. Finally, they must determine that their sim- 
plex operation is not in conflict with those considerations. Then, 
and only then, would it be considered good amateur practice to 
transmit on those frequencies. Otherwise, the stations in simplex 
operation could cause interference to stations in repeater 
operation. 

Continued transmitting on frequencies in a manner which 
creates interference to a repeater would be cause for the issuance 
of an Official Notice of Violation of Section 97.78 of the Com- 
mission’s Rules and Regulations for not observing good amateur 
practice and could be cause for additional Notice of Violation of 
Section 97.125 for deliberate and malicious interference.

FCC FIELD OFFICES TO DISCONTINUE 
AMATEUR RADIO OPERATOR EXAMINATIONS 

The Commission has adopted rules which authorize adminis- 
tration of amateur radio operator license examinations by amateur 
volunteers. Volunteers are now organized in all 13 regions and are 
offering examinations. Beginning January 1, 1985, the Commission 
will no longer offer amateur radio operator license examinations at 
its field offices nor at cities away from field office locations where 
examinations were formerly offered at irregular times. 

Persons wishing to be examined to obtain an amateur radio 
operator license should contact one of the authorized Volunteer 
Examination Coordinators (VEC). A current list of authorized 
VEC’s is available at all FCC field offices and at FCC headquar- 
ters. The Commission will continue to offer examinations as 
scheduled through the remainder of calendar year 1984.

The FCC has denied the ARRL Petition for Rulemaking, RM4040. 
The League had requested that cable TV operations be prohibited 
on amateur frequencies, but the FCC felt that this was too drastic 
an action.

In denying the League’s request, the FCC used strong language 
to remind the cable TV companies of their responsibilities not to 
leak excessively and to eliminate harmful interference even if 
leakage is within FCC limits. Details will appear in the ARRL 
Letter and QST.

Any entity interested in serving as a VEC should apply in writing 
to the FCC, Personal Radio Branch, Federal Communications 
Commission, Washington, D.C. 20554. Approval to serve as a VEC 
is contained in a Memorandum of Agreement signed jointly by the 
VEC and the FCC. 

Entities engaged in the manufacture or distribution of equipment 
used in connection with amateur radio transmissions, or in the 
preparation or distribution of any publication used in the 
preparation for obtaining amateur radio station operator licenses, 
may be VEC’s only after submitting documentation to the FCC to 
show that preventative measures have been taken to preclude any 
possible conflict of interest. 

A VEC must not discriminate in accrediting volunteer examiners 
on the basis of race, sex, religion or national origin, or refuse to 
accredit a volunteer examiner on the basis (or lack thereof) of 
membership in an amateur radio organization. 

Detailed qualifications of a VEC are contained in Subpart I of the 
Amateur Radio Service rules (see Federal Register of October 6, 
1983, Volume 48, pages 45652-45661. In order to serve as a VEC, an 
entity must be organized, at least partially, for the purpose of 
furthering amateur radio, and agree not to accept any com- 
pensation from any source for its services. 

Proposals to become a VEC must contain the entity’s 
qualifications; a showing concerning prevention of conflict of in- 
terest; and a statement detailing how the examination program 
will be implemented in the region or regions for which the entity is 
applying to become a VEC. 

The Commission’s Field Office examination schedule, FO-28, 
December 1983, will remain effective for amateur radio operator 
examinations through 1984, and then amateur operator 

examination at field offices will be discontinued.

PACKET HAPPENINGS

To those of you wondering about the strange sounds on 145.010 
Mhz, welcome to amateur packet radio. 

Last month has seen a large increase in activity, with the West 
Palm Beach and Miami digital repeaters coming on line, and new 
stations signing on each week. 

Stations stay in touch with each other using the three bulletin 
board systems available in Stuart, West Palm Beach, and Miami. 
The BBS’s presently offer mail storage and retrieval, and text file 
transfers. 

A unique feature of packet radio, spectrum sharing, is becoming 
readily apparent as BBS’s are online concurrently with local 
packet transmissions. 

Another feature unique to packet radio is the ability to choose 
how your station will monitor the frequency. You have the choice of 
“reading the mail’’ where all packets heard are displayed, 
monitoring traffic from one to ten stations of your choice, or only 
displaying data addressed to your station. 

The packet controller being a stand alone unit with 8K to 16K of 
storage ram available, allows you to use your computer or terminal 
for other functions, and retrieve your messages or monitored 
traffic from memory later.

The know-nothings almost succeeded: they forced the Navy to 
cut back power until voice modes became inadequate, requiring 
strictly-CW transmissions if vital info was to reach the Country’s 
subs. ; 

But the technology-haters didn’t stop there, according to May 
1984 issue of Shipmate, the publication of The United States Naval 
Academy Association: recently the anti-ELF forces got Federal 
Judge Barbara B. Crabb to order that no more ELF receivers — I 
say again, RECEIVERS — be installed in Navy subs. The Clam 
Lake station may still transmit messages, of course, but new subs 
may not now receive them! “How,” you ask, “can a receiver ina 
sub beneath the surface of the Indian Ocean endanger the residents 
of Clam Lake, Wisconsin? Wouldn’t its absence, rather, endanger 
the crew of the American sub?” 

There is no use asking that question of the opponents of the 
Navy’s Clam Lake facility. You can’t reason with hysteria. You’ll 
just have to wait until the Navy’s appeal of Judge Crabb’s order is 
completed. Meanwhile you will feel sore. And disgusted. And 
frustrated.
